making the b uilding a center of activ­ 
ity, Rob inson decided to prevent his 
girlish rival from taking It from him 
at all hazards. 
A short tline ago Miss Ross came to 
the conclusion that something 
was I 
wrong with the mail of Aeorn Itidge. 
Every one seemed to b e getting along 
without communicating with the out­ 
side world, and no one outside seemed 
to have the smallest Interest in 
the ! 
residents of Aeorn Ridge. 
No letters I 
came Into Miss Ross* postoffice, either I 
for the purpose of mailing or distri­ 
b ution. 
The newly appointed post-1 
mistress set to work to ascertain 
the 
reason for this and speedily discovered I 
an amazing state of things. 
Rob inson had 
defied 
the 
Unite 11 
States authorities and had continued I 
conducting the postofilec in his store 1 
as b efore the appointment of 
Miss I 
Ross. 
All the residents were going 
to the Rob inson store for their malt, I 
Rob inson having secured it regularly 
b y driving to the railroad station and 
getting the mail b ags from the train I 
hands, to b e afterward distrib uted at 
his estab lishment. 
Miss Ross com­ 
plained to Washington and the arrest I 
of Rob inson followed. He was charged 
with having estab lished a postofilec at 
a place not designated or authorize« ! 
b y the postmaster-general. 
Miss Ross 
the 19-year-old postmistress, appeared 
as 
complaining 
witness. 
Rob inson 
gave b onds to answer. 
Miss 
who has the sympathy of 
the citizens of Acorn Ui« lg« ‘ in 
her 
plucky fight, tells th« ‘ story as fol-1 
lows: 
“ A few days after I took charge of 
the office Rob inson b egan ids work. 
When people would come into ids store 
he would ask them to have their mail 
b rought there. 
He got people to sign 
orders for their mail to b e b rought to 
his store and told them if they had let­ 
ters to mail tie would take them to 
some other office without charge. 
11« 
said he was going to run a daily hack 
and take all the mall he could get. 
lie 
declared he would ‘starve the tiling 
out.’ 
He then circulated a paper to 
petition me out, and found he could 
not do that. 
Then he circulated a n ­ 
other petition the same week to force 
me to move the post office b ack into 
his store. 
He says he will continue I 
to run the postoffice if it costs him 
$ 500 a year. 
“When Mr. Rob inson's ease came up 
they just released him. 
I don’t think 
they treated me fairly. 
They told me 
after the trial that Mr. Rob inson would 
not repeat the offense. 
That shows 
that he and they know that tin* law 
has b een violated. 
In any event, I am 
postmistress, and I do not intend to 
give up the fight for any one. 
It is 
the fight of a girl against a strong and 
wealthy man. b ut I feel sure that I 
shall win. for I am rightly appointed 
b y the government, and surely no one 
can take the postoffice from me, « ven 
if the people of this town wished it 
which they don’t, for nearly every on« 
sides with me.” 
And so the matter stands at present. 
Should the former postmaster contiuu« 
to run a postoffice of his own 
Mi - 
Ross will again appeal to Washington. 
Ami sh<* has the law of the Unite« ! 
States on her side 
and 
Hie armed 
stre n gth 
of the country to b ack it. 
Rob inson’s « hances against her seem 
to b e very slim, b ut h<* will retire from 
the comb at with the knowledge thrt 
even if b eaten ho is the only man on 
record who has defied the government 
to depose him from a 
postoffice

sition and afterward started an oppo­ 
sition postoffice with a measure of

She 
wont directly to the room aud there 
discovered her mother lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood, dead. 
The 
alarm was given and Dr. McPherson 
and Coroner Dean were at once noti 
fled but no inquest was held as it was 
evident from the information elicited 
and the condition of things that the 
lady came to her death by her own 
hand. In the room where she com­ 
mitted the deed was found the razor 
which was covered with blood. From 
her position she had evidently sat 
down in a chair and had fallen for­ 
ward onto the floor after she had cat 
her throat, and death must have fol­ 
lowed quickly. 
She made no outcry 
that was heard by her daughter or 
the domestic who were in another juirt 
of the house. 
The funeral occurred on Tuesday, 
Rev. J. A. Johnson officiating. The 
deceased was 44 years of age.

The people of this city were startled 
on Sunday afternoon by the announce­ 
ment that Mrs. Emma Beck, wife of 
August Beck,had killed herself at her 
home on Seventh street south, the in­ 
strument of death being a razor and 
with which she nearly severed her 
bead from the body cutting her throat 
from ear to ear severing the juglar 
veins and wind pipe and dying with­ 
out a struggle. 
The cause for the rash act must cer­ 
tainly have been temporary insanity 
as the family relations were pleasant 
and there was no trouble kuown to 
exist that could have induced the lady 
to take her life.

When ber daughter, Miss Ellen Beck 
returned from church she inquired of 
her sister where her mother was and 
was directed to the front room. She 
wont directly to the room aud there 
discovered her mother lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood, dead. The 
alarm was given and Dr. McPherson 
and Coroner Dean were at once noti 
lied but no inquest was held as it was 
evident from the information elicited 
and the condition of things that the 
ady came to her death by her own 
land. In the room where she com­ 
mitted the deed was found the razor 
which was covered with blood. From 
ler position she had evidently sat 
down in a chair and had fallen for­ 
ward onto the floor after she had cut 
ler throat, and death must have fol- 
owed quickly. 
She made no outcry 
hat was heard by her daughter or 
he domestic who were in another part 
of the house. 
The funeral occurred on Tuesday, 
lev. J. A. Johnson officiating. The 
deceased was 44 years of age.

would also be sound. 
Hut these courts, 
dealing out even justice, have declared 
the truth that blacklist and boycott 
are equally odious, equally hostile to 
democratic Institutions and ideas. 
It 
Is fortunate that these two decisions 
came so closely together. 
The object 
lesson they present will not be lost 
upon either labor or capital. 


Of late there Is a very noticeable le- 
mand on the part of 
the 
American 
people for a higher standard of litera­ 
ture. 
This Is not only evident at the 
book stalls but on the news stands. 
Sensational 
books 
and 
journalism 
have bad their day in the large cities. 
Country papers have never been faulty 
In this reaped. 
The people are set­ 
tling down to the belief that after all 
the kernel of the nut is really all that 
there is to it. 
In a decade sensation­ 
alism and every other dishonest p r a c ­ 
tice will have 
disappeared 
entirely. 
Ten years ago it looked as if it would 
go the other way. 
Only a few papers 
remained faithful to the true princi­ 
ples of Journalism. 
Of tin* newspapers 
the New York Tribune, tin Sun and the 
Philadelphia Ledger for a long time 
stood a distinguished and uncorruptcd 
trio. 
Among story papers the 
New 
York 
Ledger 
stood 
proudly 
alone. 
These papers have borne aloft the ban­ 
ner of purity in journalism and today 
they are the models sought by ambi­ 
tious newspaper 
makers. 
W e 
hope 
that the imitators will succeed.

The monthly statement of the public 
debt shows that at the close of busi­ 
ness on Oct. 30.

Peace and good w ill w ith a ll the nations 
of the earth continue unbroken, he says, 
and we should feel genuine satisfaction 
at the g row in g sp irit of tra lern u l r e g a r d 
and unification 
in 
all 
sections of our 
country and the liftin g of g reat public 
questions above p arty prejudice. 
i lie w ork o f pULiiiig our finances upon 
a sound basis, difficult as it m ay seem, 
w ill appear easier when we recall the 
financial operations of the governm ent 
since 1800. On the .'{nth of Ju n e of that 
y 'ar wo had outstanding dem and liab ili­ 
ties in th** sum of $728,808,447.41. 
< >n the 
first of Ja n u a ry , 1870, these liab ilities had 
been reduced 
to $413,889,495.88 O f 
our 
interest hearing obligations, the figures 
are even m ere striking. On Ju ly 1, isoo, 
the principal of the Interest bearing debt 
o f tho governm ent w as $2,332,331,298. 
* m 
the first d ay of Ju ly , 1803. this sum had 
been reduced to $535,037,list, or an aggre­ 
gate reduction of $1,747.294,108. 
The in ­ 
terest bearing debt ot the U nited States 
on the first d ay of December, lv)7. was 
$847,365.020. 
The governm ent mom y now 
outstanding (Dee. 1) consists of $346,681,- 
016 of United States notes, $107.703.280 of 
treasury notes Issued by a u th o rity of the 
1 iw of 1800, $384,'•*03.503 of silver c e rtif­ 
icates, and $01,230, <61 of standard silver 
dolln rs. 
W ith the g reat resources of the gov­ 
ernment, and w ith the honorable exam ple 
of the p a s t 
b< fort* us, we ought not to 
hesitate to en ter upon a cu rren cy revision 
which w ill m ake our demand obligations 
less onerous to the governm ent and r e ­ 
lievo our finan cial law s from am biguity 
and doubt. 
T h e 
brief 
review 
of w hat 
was 
accom plished 
from 
the 
close 
of 
the 
w ar 
to 
1893. 
makes 
unreasonable 
and groundless an y distrust either of our 
financial a b ility or soundness; 
w hile the 
situation from 1893 to 1897 m ust adm onish 
congress of the im m ediate necessity of so 
legislating as to m ake the return of tho 
-conditions then p revailing impossible. 
There are m an y plans proposed as a 
rem edy fo r the evil. 
Before we can find 
the true rem edy we m ust appreciate tin* 
real evil, 
it Is not that our cu rren cy of 
every kind is not good, for every do llar 
of it Is good; 
good because the g overn­ 
m ent’s pledge is out to keep it so and that 
the pledge w ill not be broken. 
H o w ever 
the g u aran ty of our purpose to keep the 
pledge w ill be best shown by advancing 
toward its fulfillm ent. 
The evil of the present system Is found 
In the great cost to the governm ent of 
m aintaining the p arity of our different 
forms of m oney, that is, keeping all of 
them at. par w ith gold. 
W e su rely can 
not he longer heedless of the burden this 
imposes upon the people, even under fa ir­ 
ly prosperous conditions, w hile the past 
tour years have dem onstrated th at it is 
not only an expensive charg e upon the 
governm ent, but a dangerous m enace to 
tlie N a t io n a l C r e d it . 
It is m anifest th at we must devise some 
plan to protect the governm ent against 
bond 
issues 
fo r repeated 
redemptions. 
W e must either cu rtail the op portunity 
for speculation, made easy by the m u lti­ 
plied redem ptions of our demand ob liga­ 
tions, or increase the gold reserve for 
their redem ption. 
W e have $990,900,000 
o f currency w h ich the governm ent by 
solemn enactm ent has undertaken to keep 
at par w ith gold. 
Nobody is obliged to 
redeem in gold but the governm ent. 
The 
banks are not required to redeem in gold. 
The governm ent is obliged to keep equai 
w ith gold all 
its outstanding cu rren cy 
and coin obligations, w hile its receipts 
are not required to be paid in gold. 
T h ey 
are paid in ev* ry kind of m oney but gold, 
and the only m eans by w hich the g overn­ 
ment can w ith certa in ty get gold is by 
borrowing. 
It can get it In no other w ay 
when it most needs it. The governm ent 
without a n y fixed gold revenue is pledged 
to m aintain gold redem ptions w hich it 
has 
steadily 
and 
fa ith fu lly done, 
and 
which under the a u th o rity now given it 
w ill continue to do. 
T he law 
w hich 
requires 
the govern­ 
ment after havin g redeemed its United 
-Htates notes to pay them out again as 
current 
funds 
demands a constant r e ­ 
plenishm ent of the gold reserve. 
T h is is 
especially so in tim es of business panic, 
and when the revenues are insufficient to 
meet the expenses of the governm ent. 
A t such tim es the governm ent 
has no 
other w ay to supply its deficit and m ain ­ 
tain redeption but through the increase 
of its bonded debt, as during the ad m in ­ 
istration of m y predecessor, when $262, 
315,490 of 4V& per cent bonds were issued 
and sold, and the proceeds used to pay 
the expenses of the governm ent in ex­ 
cess of the revenues, and sustain the gold 
reserve. 
W h ile it Is true that the g reater 
part of the proceeds of these bonds were 
used to supply deficient revenues, a con­ 
siderable portion w as required to m ain­ 
tain the gold reserve. 
l/ O H - l'rlc c d lio n *ls. 
W ith our revenues equal 
to our ex­ 
penses, there would be no deficit req u ir­ 
ing the issuance of bonds. 
Hut if the 
gold reserve falls below $190,000,000, how 
w ill It be replenished, except by selling 
more bonds? 
Is

practicable under existing la w ? The seri- 
•ous question then is. shall we continue 
the policy th at has been pursued in tin* 
past; 
that 
is. 
when 
the 
gold 
reserve 
reaches the point of danger, issue more 
bonds and supply the needed gold, or 
-hall we provide other means to prevent 
these recurring drains upon the gold re­ 
st i ve? 
If no other legislation is had, and the 
policy of selling bonds is to be continued 
then congress should give the secretary 
if the treasu ry a u th o rity to sell bonds 
at long or short periods, bearing a less 
rate of interest than is now authorized by 
la w. 
I earnestly recom m end, as soon as the 
receipts of the governm ent are quite suffi­ 
cient to pay a ll the expenses of the gov­ 
ernment. that w hen a n y of the U nited 
States notes are presented fo r redem ption 
in gold and are redeemed in gold, such 
notes shall be kept and set a p a rt and onlv 
paid out in exchange for gold. 
This is aw 
obvious duty. 
I f the holder of the Un ted 
States notes prefers the gold and g. ts it 
from the governm ent, he should n o t r e ­ 
ceive back from the governm ent a U n ifid 
States note w ith o u t paying gold in ex­ 
change for it. 
T h e reason for this is 
made all the m ore apparent when the 
governm ent 
issues 
an 
interest 
te a rin g 
debt to provide gold for the redem ption of 
United States notes—a non-interest h ear­ 
ing debt. S u re ly it should not pay them 
out again except on dem and for gold.

ern continent has th** condition of Cuba 
or the policy of Spain tow ard Cuba not 
caused concern in the United States. 
T he prospect from tim e to tinn- that the 
w e a k n e s s of Sp ain ’s hold upon the island 
and the po litical 
vicissitudes and 
em ­ 
barrassm ents of the home governm ent 
m ight lead to the tran sfer of Cuba to a 
continental power culled forth, between 
1823 and I860, various em phatic d eclara­ 
tions of the policy of the United States 
to petm lt no disturbance of C uba’s con­ 
nection w ith Spain uni* ss in the direction 
of 
independence or acquisition 
by 
th** 
U nited States through purchase; nor has 
there been an y change of this declared 
policy since upon the p art of the g overn ­ 
ment. 
The r* volution w hich 1" gan in 1868 lasted 
for t< n years despite the strenuous efforts 
of the successive p .n tn su lar governm ents 
to suppress It. T h in , as now, tho govern­ 
m ent of the United States testified its 
g rave concern and offered its aid to put 
an 
end 
to 
bloodshed 
in 
Cuba. 
The 
overtures made by Hen. G ra n t w ere re­ 
ins* d and the w ar dragged on, entailing 
great loss of life and treasure and in ­ 
creased injury to A m erican interests, be­ 
sides 
throw ing 
enhanced 
burdens 
on 
n e u tra lity on 
tin* governm ent. 
Jn 
1873 
peace w as brought about by the truce 
of Zanjon, obtained by negotiations be­ 
tween tlx* Spanish com m ander, M artinez 
dc Campos, and the insurgent leaders. 
T he present insurrection broke out In 
F e b ru a ry, 185*5. 
It is not m y purpose at 
this tim e to recall its rem arkable increase 
or to characterize its tenacious resistance 
against 
the 
enorm ous 
force 
massed 
again st it by Spain. 
The revolt and the 
efforts to subdue it carried destruction 
to every q u arter of the isV n d , developing 
wid** proportions and d elvin g the efforts 
of Spain fo r its suppression. The civilized 
code of w a r has been disregarded, 
no 
less so by tho Sp an iard s than by the 
Cubans. 
T he existing conditions cannot but fill 
this governm ent and the A m erican p e o ­ 
ple w ith g ravest apprehension. There is 
no desire on the p art of the people to 
profit by th** m isfortunes of Spain. 
W e 
have only’ the desire to see the Cubans 
prosperous and contented, enjoying that 
m easure of self-control w hich is tlu* in- 
aliab le right of m an protected In their 
rig h t to reap tlie benefit of the exhaust- 
less treasures of th eir country.

A n y m edia­

The cruel policy of 
concentration w as initiated Feb. 16, 1896. 
The districts controlled by the Spanish 
arm ies were depopulated. 
The a g ricu ltu r­ 
al in h ab itan ts were herded in and about 
the garrison towns, their lands laid waste 
and their dw ellings destroyed. T h is pol­ 
icy the late cabinet of Spain justified as 
a necessary m easure of w ar and us a 
m eans of cutting off supplies from th** in- 
surgents. 
It has u tterly failed as a w ar 
m easure 
It w as not civilized w arfare, 
it w as exterm ination. 
A gainst this abuse of rights of w a r I 
have felt constrained on repeated occa­ 
sions to enter the firm and earnest pro­ 
test of this governm ent. 
There w as m uch 
of public condem nation of the treatm ent 
of A m erican citizens by alleged illegal 
arrests and long im prisonm ent aw aitin g 
tria l or pending protracted ju d icial pro­ 
ceedings. 
I felt it m y first d u ty to m ake 
in stan t demand fo r tlie release or speedy 
trial of all Am erican citizens under a r ­ 
rest. 
Before tho change of the Spanish 
cabinet in October last tw enty-tw o pris­ 
oners. citizens of the United States, had 
been given th**ir freedom. 
Fo r the relief 
of our own citizens suffering because of 
the conflict th** 
aid 
o f 
congress 
was 
sought in a special m essage and under 
tho appropriation of A p ril 4. 1897. effect­ 
ive aid has been given to A m erican citi- 
zens in Cuba, m any of them at their own 
request having been 
returned 
to 
the 
United States. 
T h e instructions Riven to our new m in­ 
ister to Spain before ids departure for his 
post directed him to Im press it upon that 
governm ent 
th** 
sincere 
w ish 
of 
the 
U nited States to l**n*i its aid toward the 
ending of the w ar in Cuba by reaching 
a peaceful and lasting result just and 
honorable alike to Spain and to' the <’u- 
ban people. These instructions recited the 
ch a ra cter and duration of the contest, the 
widespread !<»-> s it entails, the hurd* ns 
and restrain ts it imposes upon us, w ith 
constant disturbance of national interests 
and the in ju ry resulting from an indefi­ 
nite continuance of this state of things. 
It w as stated that at this ju n ctu re our 
governm ent wa> constrained to strenu­ 
ously inquire if the tim e w as not ripe 
when Spain of her own volition, moved 
b y her own interests and e very se ntim ent 
of hum anity. should put a stop to this 
destructive w ar and m ake proposals of 
settlem ent honorable to herself and just 
to her Cuban colony. 
It was urged that 
we as a neighboring nation w ith largo 
interests in Cuba could h** required 
to 
w ait only a reasonable

Throughout all these horrors mil dan­

In tin* presence of the significant expres­ 
sions of tlx* legislative branch, it behooves 
the executive to soberly consider the con­ 
ditions under w hich such an im portant 
m easure m ust needs rest for justification. 
It is to be seriously considered wneth* r 
the Cuban insurrection possesses beyond 
dispute tlx* attributes of statehood which 
alone can dem and the recognition of bel­ 
ligerency iti its favor. Possession, In short, 
of the essential qualifications of so ver­ 
eignty by tlx insurgents and tlx* conduct 
of the w a r by thorn according to the re­ 
served code of w a r are no less Im portant 
factors tow ard tlx* determ ination of the 
problem of belligerency than are the in- 
tluenc* s an*l consequences of the struggle 
upon th** international policy of the rec­ 
ognizing state. 
Tin* utterances of President C i mt In his 
m em orable message of Dee. 7 
1875, are 
sign ally relevant to tlx* present situation 
in Cuba and it m ay be wholesome now to 
recall them. 
A t that tim e a ruinous con­ 
flict had fo r seven years wasted the neigh­ 
boring island. 
D uring all those years an 
utter disregard of tlx* laws of civilized 
w arfa re and of the just demands of hu­ 
m anity. w hich called forth • xpresslons of 
condem nation fr im tlx* nations of C h ris­ 
tendom continued unabated. 
Desolation 
and ruin pervaded that productive region,

A t that Jun ctu re G ran t uttered 
thes ■ words, w hich now, as then, sum up 
the elem ents of the problem ;

A recognition of the indi pendeiico of 
Cuba b r i n g , in my opinion. Im practicable 
and Indefensible, tho question w hich next 
presents Itself is that of the recognition 
of belligerent rights in the parties to tho 
eontest. 
In a form er nxssago to con­ 
gress I had occasion 
to 
consider this 
qui stlon, and reached tlx* conclusion that 
th** conflict In Cub**, dreadful and devas­ 
tatin g as w**re its Incidents, did not rise 
to the fearfu l dignity of war. 
It Is pos­ 
sible that the act of foreign powers, .and 
even acts of Spain herself, of this very

B u t now. as in past 
history, the U nited States should care­ 
fu lly avoid the false rights w hich m ight 
lead It Into the masses of doubtful law 
and of questionable propriety, and ad ­ 
here rig id ly and sternly to th. rule which 
has been its guide, of doing only that 
w hich is right and honest and of good 
report. 
The question of according or of 
w ithholding rights of belligerency must 
be judged in every case in \i**w of tho 
p a rticu la r attending facts.

The governm ent money now 
o utsta ndin g (Dec. I) consists of $340,081,-

mates, and $01,230, <01 of .standard silver 
dollars. 
With the gr eat resources of tho gov 
e r u m e n t, and w ith the honorable exam ple 
of th** past before us, we ou ght not to 
hesita te to enter upon a currency revision 
which will m ak e our demand obligations 
less onerous to the gove rnment and re 
lievo our financial law s from ambiguity 
a n d doubt.

makes 
unreasonable 
and groundless an y distrust either of our 
linanclal ability or soundness; 
while the 
situation from 18-33 to 18-37 must admonish 
co n g r e ss of the immediate* necessity of so 
legislating as to m a k e tile return of tile 
conditions then prevailing impossible. 
There are m a n y plans proposed as a 
re m edy for the evil. 
Before we can find 
th e true remedy w e must appreciate the 
real evil. 
It is not that our currency of 
ev ery kind is not good, for every dollar 
of it Is good; 
good b e c a m e the g o v e r n ­ 
m e n t ’s pledge is out to keep it so and that 
tile pledge will not be broken. 
H o w e v e r 
the g uar anty of our purpose to keep the 
pledge will be best sh ow n by advancin g 
toward its fulfillment. 
T he evil of the present syste m is found 
in the great cost to the governm en t of 
m a inta in ing the parity of our different 
form s of money, that is, keeping all of 
them at par with gold. 
W e surely can 
not be longer heedless of the burden this 
imposes upon the people, oven under fair­ 
ly prosperous conditions, while the past 
lo ur years have dem onstrated that it Is 
not only an e xpen sive charge upon the 
governm ent, but a dang*irons m en ace to 
t h e N a t i o n a l C r e d i t . 
It is manifest that we must devise some 
plan to protect the governm ent again st 
bond 
issues 
for repeated 
redemptions. 
W e m ust either curtail the opportunity 
for speculation, m ade easy by the m ulti­ 
plied redemptions of our dem and obliga 
tions, or Increase the gold reserve 
for 
their redemption. 
W e have $000,000,000 
o f currency 
which 
the governm en t 
by 
solemn enactm ent has undertaken to keep 
at par with gold. 
Nobody is obliged to 
redeem in gold but tile government. 
The 
ba nks are not required to redeem in gold. 
T h e governm en t is obliged to keep equal 
with gold all its outstanding currency 
a n d coin obligations, while its receipts 
a re not required to bt* paid in gold. T h ey 
are paid In every kind of mone y but gold, 
and the only m eans by which th*- govern 
ment can with certainty get gold is by 
borrowing. 
It can get It In no other w a y 
w hen it most needs it. The governm ent 
without any fixed gold revenue Is pledged 
to maintain gold redemptions which it 
has 
steadily 
and 
faithfully 
done, 
and 
which under the authority now given it 
will continue to do. 
T ho law 
which 
requires 
the govern 
m en t after havin g redeemed Its United 
Sta t e s notes to pay them out again as 
current 
funds 
dem an ds a c onst ant re­ 
plenishm ent of the gold reserve. 
This is 
especially so In times of business panic 
and when the revenues are insufficient lo 
m e e t the expenses of the government. 
At such times the gove rnment 
has no 
other w a y to supply its deficit and main 
tain redeption but through the increase 
of its bonded debt, as during the a d m i n ­ 
istration of m y predecessor, w h en $2*52, 
315,400 of 4*4 per cent bonds wen* issued 
aud sold, and the proceeds used to pay 
the expense s of the governm ent in e x ­ 
c e ss of th** revenue*, and sustain the gold 
reserve. 
While it is true that I he greater 
part of the proceeds of these bonds were 
used to supply deficient revenues, a c o n ­ 
siderable portion w as required to m a i n ­ 
tain the gold reserve.

I earnestly recommend, as soon os the 
receipts of the gove rn m en t are quite suffi­

Hattie 
Ross, the daughter of a Missouri far­ 
mer, was three months ago appointed 
postmistress of Acorn Ridge, replac­ 
ing L. D. Robinson, who had been post­ 
master during Cleveland’s term. 
Rob 
inson did not in the least relish giving 
up the office to Miss Ross. 
He could 
get along without the profit accruing 
him from the mail business, but as the 
postofflee was 
located in his store, 
making the building a center of activ­ 
ity, Robinson decided to prevent bis 
girlish rival from taking it from him 
at all hazards. 
A short time ago Miss Ross came to 
the conclusion that something 
was 
wrong with the mail of Acorn Ridge. 
Every one seemed to he getting along 
without communicating with the out­ 
side world, and no one outside seemed 
to have the smallest interest in 
the 
residents of Acorn Ridge. 
No letters 
came Into Miss Ross’ postofflee, either 
for the purpose of mailing or distri­ 
bution. 
The newly appointed post­ 
mistress set to work to ascertain the 
reason for this and speedily discovered 
an amazing state of things. 
Robinson had 
defied 
the 
Unite I 
States authorities and had continued 
conducting the postofflee in his sto re 
as before the appointment of 
Miss 
Ross. 
All the residents were going 
to the Robinson store for their mail. 
'Robinson having secured it regularly 
by driving to the railroad station and 
getting tiie mail hags from the train 
hands, to be afterward distributed at 
his establishment. 
Miss Ross com­ 
plained to Washington and the a rre s t 
of Robinson followed. He was charged 
with having established a postofflee at 
a place not designated or authorized 
by the postmaster-general. 
Miss Ross, 
the 19-year-old postmistress, appeared 
as 
complaining 
witness. 
Robinson 
gave bonds to answer. 
Miss Ross, who has the sympathy of 
the citizens of Acorn Ridge in 
her 
plucky light, tells tiie story as fol­ 
lows: 
“ A few days after I took charge of 
the office Robinson began his work. 
When people would come into his store 
he would ask them to have their mail 
brought there. 
He got people to sign 
orders for their mail to be brought to 
his store and told them if they had let­ 
ters to mail he would take them to 
some other office without charge. 
H« 
said he was going to run a daily hack 
and take all the mail he could get. 
He 
declared he would 'starve the tiling 
out.’ 
He then circulated a paper to 
petition me out, and found he could 
not do that. 
Then he circulated an­ 
other petition the same week to force 
me to move the postofflee back into 
his store. 
He says he will continue 
to run the postofflee if it costs him 
$500 a year. 
“ When Mr. Robinson's case came up 
they just released him. 
I don’t think 
they treated me fairly. 
They told me 
after the trial that Mr. Robinson would 
not repeat the offense. 
That shows 
that he and they know that the law 
has been violated. 
In any event, 1 am 
postmistress, and 1 do not intend to 
give up the fight for any one. 
It is 
the fight of a girl against a strong and 
wealthy man. but I feel sure that I 
shall win, for I am rightly appointed 
by the government, and surely no one 
can take the postofflee from me, even 
if the people of this town wished it 
which they don’t, for nearly every on* 
sides with me.” 
And so the matter stands at present. 
Should the former postmaster eontinw 
to run a postofflee of his own 
Miss 
Ross will again appeal to Washington. 
And she has the law of the United 
States on her side 
and 
the arm* d 
strength of the country to back it. 
Robinson’s chances against her seem 
to be very slim, but he will retire from 
the combat with the knowledge tint 
even if beaten he is the only man on 
record who has detied the government 
to depose him from a postofflee po­ 
sition and afterward started an oppo­ 
sition postofflee with a measure of suc­ 
cess.

P r o g r e R i i n F o r e s t r y . 
Through discussion carried on by men 
and women im Pennsylvania public opin­ 
ion in that state became so welt educated 
on the forestry question that Its last legis­ 
lature enacted several very Important for­ 
estry laws. A division of forestry was 
created in the departm ent of agriculture, 
with a commissioner of forestry, to serve 
for a term of four years at a salary of 
12,200 a year, with a clerk at a salary of 
11,500 a year. Comstables of townships 
are made ex-officio forest wardens. Coun­ 
ty commissioners incur a penalty for fail­ 
ure to comply with the terms of the fire 
warden law. 
Amother act provides th a t the owner of 
land having on It forest or timber trees of 
not less than fifty trees to the acre, each 
tree to measure at least eight inches In di­ 
am eter at a height of six feet above the 
surface of the ground, with no portion of 
the land absolutely cleared of the trees, 
Shall, on making due proof thereof, he en­ 
titled to receive annually during the peri­ 
od th at tho trees are maintained In soumd 
condition, a sum equal to HU per cent of 
all taxes annually assessed and paid upon 
the land; hut not on more than fifty acres. 
Another act provides that the forest 
commissioner may hid in for the state 
any lands offered for sale, for taxes which 
he thinks are desirable for forest reserva­ 
tions. 
Still another act provides for taking by 
the state under the right of eminent do­ 
main and paying for the same after due 
valuation.three forest reservations, as fol­ 
lows: One of not less than 40,000 acres, 
upon waters which drain mainly Into the 
Delaware river; one of not less than 
40,000 acres upon w aters which drain 
mainly into the Susquehanna river; and 
one of not less than 40.000 acres upon 
w aters which drain mainly into the Ohio 
river. 
Forestry is far more im portant to Min­ 
nesota that it is to Pennsylvania, and the 
public spirited men and women in this 
state should be studying and discussing 
the question with a view to securing de­ 
f i n i t e 
legislation.

N e w T u n n e l C o m p le te d . 
The Improvement on the Pittsburg Di­ 
vision or the Baltimore and Oh o Railroad. 
22 miles west ot Cumberland, at Falls 
Cut, will be completed by December 1st. 
and trains will begin running over it 
within ten days thereafter. Fulls Cut is ,i 
cutting through a spur or the mountain, 
and Is about OU feet in depth, aint has 
continually given trouble by rock sliding 
down on the track.

Washington working in 
her behalf, 
says the New York Herald. 
Hattie 
Ross, the daughter of a Missouri far­ 
mer, was three months ago appointed 
postmistress of Acorn Ridge, replac­ 
ing L. D. Robinson, who had been post­ 
master during Cleveland’s term. 
Rob­ 
inson did not in the least relish giving 
up the office to Miss Ross. 
He could 
get along without the profit accruing 
him from the mall business, but as the 
postoffice was 
located in his store, 
making the building a center of activ­ 
ity, Robinson decided to prevent his 
girlish rival from taking it from him 
at all hazards. 
A short time ago Miss Ross came to 
the conclusion that something 
was 
wrong with the mall of Acorn Ridge. 
Every one seemed to be getting along 
without communicating with the out­ 
side world, and no one outside seemed 
to have the smallest interest in the 
residents of Acorn Ridge. 
No lettiq s 
came into Miss Ross’ postoffice, either 
for the purpose of mailing or distri­ 
bution. 
The newly appointed post­ 
mistress set to work to ascertain the 
reason for this and speedily discovered 
an amazing state of things. 
Robinson had 
defied 
the 
United 
States authorities and had continued 
conducting the postoffice in his store 
as before the appointment of 
Miss 
Ross. 
All the residents were going 
to the Robinson store for their mall, 
Robinson having secured it regularly 
by driving to the railroad station and 
getting the mail bags from the train 
hands, to be afterward distributed at 
his establishment. 
Miss Ross com­ 
plained to Washington and the arrest 
of Robinson followed. He was charged 
with having established a postoffice at 
a place not designated or authorized 
by the postmaster-general. 
Miss Ross, 
the 19-year-old postmistress, appeared 
as 
complaining 
witness. 
Robinson 
gave bonds to answer. 
Miss Ross, who has the sympathy of 
the citizens of Acorn Ridge in 
her 
plucky fight, tells the story as fol­ 
lows: 
“A few days after I took charge of 
the office Robinson began his work. 
When people would come into his store 
he would ask them to have their mail 
brought there. 
He got people to sign 
orders for their mall to be brought to 
his store and told them lf they had let­ 
ters to mail he would take them to 
some other office without charge. 
He 
said he was going to run a dally hac k 
and take all the mail he could get. 
He 
declared he would ’starve the thing 
out.’ 
He then circulated a paper to 
petition me out, and found he could 
not do that. 
Then he circulated an­ 
other petition the same week to force 
me to move the postoffice back into 
his store. 
He says he will continue 
to run the postoffice lf it costs him 
$500 a year. 
“When Mr. Robinson’s case came up 
they just released him. 
I don’t think 
they treated me fairly. 
They told me 
after the trial that Mr. Robinson would 
not repeat the offense. 
That shows 
that he and they know that the law 
has been violated. 
In any event, I am 
postmistress, and I do not intend to 
give up the fight for any one. 
It Is 
the fight of a girl against a strong and 
wealthy man, but I feel sure that I 
shall win, for I am rightly appointed 
by the government, and surely no one 
can take the postoffice from me, e ven 
if the people of this town wished it 
which they don’t, for nearly every one 
sides with me.” 
And so the matter stands at present. 
Should the former postmaster continue 
to run a postoffice of his own 
Ml.su 
Robs will again appeal to Washington. 
And she has the law of the United 
States on her side 
and 
the armed 
strength of the country to back It. 
Robinson’s chances against her seem 
to be very slim, but he will retire from 
the combat with the knowledge thrt 
even lf beaten he is the only man on 
record who has defied the government 
to depose him from a postoffice po­ 
sition and afterward started an oppo­ 
sition postoffice with a measure of suc­ 
cess.
